The Huns Enter British

LONDON, Aug. 7.—The Germans 
have suffered further losses at the 
hands of the French between the Hem 
Wood and the River Somme, lossing 
there a line of their trenches and 120 
prisoners and ten macnine guns, and 
also in the Verdun sector, where the 
French made progress south of the 
Thiaumont Wood and captured five 
machine guns and took some houses in | 


the western part of the village of 
Fleury. 

Following a heavy bombardment of 
the positions, the Germans launched 
violent infantry attacks north 
northeast of Pozieres, and at two 
places succeeded in entering British 
trenches, Their success was not long 
lived, for the British soon drove them 
out, infllcting heavy casualties on 
them.

The text of the 
statement follows: 

“North of the Somme, at the end of 
the afternoon, our troops brilliantly 
carried a Hne of German trenches be- 
tween Hem Wood and the river, east 
of Monacu farm. One hundred and 
twenty prisoners and about ten ma- 
chine guns remained in our hands. 

“South of the Somme our artillery 
was very active. Enemy batteries in, 
the region of Lihons were effectively 
shelled. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, in 
the course of a small action, we made 
progress south of the Thiaumont werk.

The British official statement says: 

“North and northeast of Pozieres the 
enemy delivered two determined at- 
tacks on our new lines between four 
and five o'cleok this morning. After 
n heavy bombardment he entered at 
one or two points, but was driven out 
vgain, losing many in casualties and 
Jleaving some prisoners in our hands, 

“Two further strong attacks were 
made at 8:50 in the morning, with 
exactly similar results. Soon after 
four in the afternoon another feeble 
attack was repulsed, More prisoners 
were taken, 

“In front of Souchez the enemy ex- 
ploded a mine, and a few minutes 
later some of his parties entered our 
trenches over the crater, They were 
imediately bombed out again, 

“At Zwartelen the enemy = sprang 
another small mine without effect, 
The enemy artillery has been active 
near Bethune, La Bassee Canal and 
Loos, The result in casualties and 
damage was neglible. Our guns re- 
taliated vigorously.”

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 7, via London.—The 
aviators felt the concussion 9,000 feet 
in the air when a Brigade of British 
aeroplanes bombarded Henin Lietard 
(northeast of Arras) with a shower of 
112 pound bombs. When the German 
shells and storehouses at Martinpuich 
were fired by incendiary bombs a vast

The work of the British aviators 
recently has surpassed the wildest 
heights of imagination. Aerial flights 
which attract sensational attention are 
only an incident of the offensive came 
paign. Overwhelming numbers of 
planes are concentrated on the nar- 
row front of the Somme battle, in co- 
operation with a superior, unceasing 
volume of gun fire. The planes move 
in larger and larger flotillas, and there 
have been cases where a dozen were 
engaged in battle on either side. The 
German first line and second line 
trenches, headquarters, billets and 
supply depots of all kinds have been 
bombarded, the aerial offensive is 
regulated only by the number of afr 
ships and bombs, J 

Moving Train Blown Up. 

There is not a village occupied by 
the Germans in the neighborhood of

“The movement in Constantinople 
against Enver Pasha and the commit- 
tee of union and progress is rapidly 
gaining strength, Phe old Turk party 
has been llately reinforced by the 
clandestine adhesion of many import- 
ant persons, who, while openly pro- 
fessing loyalty to the policy of the 
Young Turks, secretly favor the cause 
of the entente allies and steadily aim 
at the overthrow of Enver and his par- 
tisans, Their resolve to put an end to 
the present regime has been quicken- 
ed by the prospect of approaching 
ruin of Turkey. Once their plan is ac- 
complished they would immediately 
ask for peace in the hope of obtain- 
ing comparatively favorable terms 
from the entente powers and averting 
an impending castrophe. 

“Their design, however, has hither- 
to been frustrated by the rigorous 
measures of precaution taken by the 
Young Turks and the Germans and 
it is now recognized that in the pre- 
sent circumstances an effort to revolt 
would have no chance of success. 
Meanwhile, Enver remains master of 
the situation and spreads terror on 
every side.’ Executions, open or 
secret, are almost of daily occurrence. 

“For the present, Enver's enemies 
dissimulate their hostility to the gov- 
ernment, while secretly fostering the 
growing discontent. 

“Demonstrations have been organ- 
ized of Moslem women who besiege

“A well known French-Canadian 
citizen stated last night that not only 
was this the case, but that part ot 
the situation is a visit to be paid by 
Premier Hearst and Hon. Dr. Pyre, 
minister of education for Ontario to 
England. The report is that with Eng- 
land and France as allies in the pre- 
sent war, the imperial authorities re- 
gard with concern racial divisions in 
Canada, and that these two represent- 
atives of the Ontario goXernment are 
to be consulted with a view to effecting 
& compromise if possible. The Citize‘:’s 
informant was positive there was 
sround for the story and whatever the 
case may be, there is no doubt that 
the bilingualists are awaiting the privy 
council's decision with great conti- 
dence, 

“Nominglly the decision will decide 
only the legality of the appointment 
of a school commission by the On- 
tario government to succeed the sep- 
erate school board, but as a matter 
of fact it is the crux of the bilingual 
situation in Ontario.” 

The foundation of the above rumors 
is impossible to discover, but it is 
stated that letters have been receivea

ITALIANS WERE 
OF GREAT HELP 
TO RUSSIANS 


One Million Rifles Forwarded To 
Army of Ozar in a 


Hurry 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—That the present 
great Russian drive in Galicia was 
started in the first instance before Rus- 
sia was fully ready, and was occas- 
iéned bythe perilous situation offered 
on the Italian front, is learned through 
authoritative sources from Ruasia. 

Not the least important of the news 
from Russia is the announcement that 
the Italians actually succeeded in for- 
warding the troops of the Czar one 
million military rifles, These arma, it 
is stated, were sent from the Italian 
small arms plants at Terin and Turin, 
and were sent at the outset through 
Port Arthur and Vladivostok, and lat- 
terly via Archangel. The fact that 
Archangel was being used explains in 
a measure the precautions taken by 
the Russians to exclude all merchant 
craft from that port in order to con- 
ceal as long as possible the fact that 
munitions of war were corning through 
from Italian sources, 

That Russia has been flooded with 
German spies has long been known, 
and the most that could be hoped for 
was sufficient time in which to make 
the troops ready before the fact was 
known to the Germans that the 
Czar's army was in possession of large 
supplies of rifles, taly’s part in the 
present instance was to hold the at- 
tention of the Austrians and at the 
same time turn her main reserves of 
small arms to Russia, 

That italy ran a tremendous risk 
in such a compact was perceived, but 
it was recognized that so long as the 
Italians could hold the Austrians in 
check there would be no call for the 
reserve rifles, and that these valuable 
weapons would not be idle, 

The Austrians, nowever, received !n- 
formation of the shipments, and im- 
mediately massed heavy forces on the 
Italian frontier, 


In Spite. of Heavy Rains 
Russian Drive Continues

THE VICTORY 
IS ABSOLUTE 


Turkish Forces Fled to the 
Desert and At Present 
Are Scattered Far and 
Wide 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 8.— Tho British ro- 
presentative with the army at Romanl 
sends the following under date of Au- 
gust 5: . 

“At sunset yesterday, Turkish pre- 
tentions for the conquest 6f Egypt 
were irretrievably smashed. While a 
crescent moon faintly lighted the des- 
ert, we pursued the defeated Turkish 
troops vigorously. 

“The brunt of the fighting was borno 
by the Anzac mounted troops, who ac- 
quitted themselves magnificently, For 
more than a week they had little rest, 
keeping in touch with the enemy, 
pushing back patrols and reconnoi- 
tering. The final attacks yesterday 
were irresistible, 

“Of the British troops, the Scottish 
nnd Warwickrhire  territoriala, and 
Warwick and Gloucester Yeomanry 
1ought splendidly. 


Turks Make Attack. 


At midnighi on Thursday the Turks 
In strength of one division held a 
north and south line through Katie- 
Umaisha, about seven miles long, with 
the flanks thrown westward, From «a 
point south of Romani to the Mediter- 
ranean coast, the Seottish = in- 
tantry held, while the Anzacs in front 
of them from an hour before daylight 
fought with great steadiness and de- 
termination against the well handled 
enemy in superior numbers, yielding 
ground gradually, until Major General 
Lawrence could reinforce the line wita 
more cavalry and infantry. At mid- 
day we held a line through Maham- 
ediya, Roman, Katia and Gannil. 

“For a mile west of Romani is Wel- 
lington tidge, which the Turks made 
energetic attempts to reach. Two miles 
due south is Mount Merefiith, and here 
and at Mount Royston, three milea 
rorthwest, the enemy managed to get 
a foothold ih the afternoon, 

“The Turks had chosen what ap- 
peared to be the easicat path toword 
the canal—a, broad undulating, sandy 
rlnin flanked by sand dunes. At 3 
o'clook the cnemy attacked fiercely 
Kkomant and Gannit, out were driven 
tack towards Abuhamra with consid- 
erable losses. 

Fied To The Desert, 

“At five o'clock our infantry began 
an attack from the north to the south, 
while dismounted yeomanry moved 
ever the sand dunes toward Mount 
Royston, Our artillery, rifles and m1- 
chine guns cost the enemy dearly. No- 
thing could withstand the onslaught, 
and we drove the enemy off Mount 
Royston and Wellington -ridge; then, 
aftpr a brief delay, cleared Mount 
Meredith, collecting « thousand pris- 
cners and scattering the’remainder of 
the foree over the face of the desert, 
where the pursuit continues, 

“Whether the Turks will try to hold 
the trenches dug by them remains to 
be seen, but whatever happens, Egypt 
is safer from invasion than at any 
time during the war. No finer vindl- 
cation of General Murray's policy 2f 
making the Turks fight far from the 
canal could be given than that traffic 
in waterway has not stopped for a 
single minute. 

“The Turks fought hard, but the 
prisoners were delighted to be in Brit- 
ish hands, receiving good food and 
ubundauce of water. At the present 
writing the enemy ts scattered far and 
wide in the desert, not in orderly col- 
umns, but in small parties, and many 
of them doubtless will be taken pris- 
ener. The victory was absolute.”

Among the more important ques- 
tions discussed at this directors meet- 
ing was the most efficient means of 
utilizing the military forces of Alberta 
in the saving of the present crop of 
the province, 

Among the many suggestions offere:l 
ut the meeting by Major Kerby in ald 
of extensive recruiting throughout the 
province were: That a military and 
labor bureau be formed at Sarcee and 
issue the following application form 
tor those farmers needing help; either 
for farmers wisnirg to apply collec- 
tively or for individual applicants, 
Affidavits in either case to be required, 


No, 1—Ful! name, married or single 
and nationality. 

2nd,—No, of male help eligible for 
military service, over 17 years of age, 
including: owner and family. 

8rd.—Post office address and sec- 
tional description of land, 

4th,—No, of acres under crop. 

6th.—Are you willing to use your 
influence in persuading eligible help 
for enlistment, 

That the United Farmers of Alberta 
have already contributed over 1,800 
men to the strength of overseas forces 
Was the statement of Secretary P. I’. 
Woodbridge. Rice Sheppard, thir. 
vice president of the organization, be- 
Neves that from the five hundred or 
more locals throughout the province 
it would not be a difficult matter to 
get two men-from each local in the 
formation of the United Farmers Bat- 
talion proposed by Major Kerby. The 
major also proposed a loca} commi:- 
tee system, whereby a committee from 
cach local could Jook after its recruilt- 
ing interests. Other possibilities of 
the U. F, of Alberta being able to give 
cirect aid to recrulting were discussed, 
Major Kerby stating that war, agri- 
culture and recruiting should be rua

inetitutions, notably the various 
churches. The argument of the ad- 
dress Was nyainst the idea of endeav- 
ofing to deal with present-day prob- 
lems with the same machinery as had 
done duty in the past; new times, new 
methods, For, as the speaker remark- 
ed, they could not put new wine intu 
jold bottles or there Was danger of the 
bottles bursting, They were the chil- 
dren of pioneers, but it would help lit- 
tle if they spent their time in glori- 
fying what their fathers had done, and 
did not press forward with their own 
work. 

In pointing out the directions in 
which efforts should tend, the speak- 
er did not fail to lay strese on the 
fact that the churches had fallen short 
in this respect, that they had failed to 
get into the wider sphere of action 
that the situation demanded, 

Giving Alms Unsatisfactory. 

In outlining social service he gave 
as illustrations the three methods of 
dealing with the dependent, that is the 
poverty-stricken, the immigrant, the 
sick, the delinquent and the oppress- 
ed, In each case the first method was 
by giving of alms and charity, the 
most primitive and unsuccessfal ways 
of dealing with such cases; the sec- 
ond was by the business methods, that 
is by dealing with cases from a busi- 
ness stundpoint by an organized insti- 
tution, such as public welfare boards, 
etc.; and the third was the method of 
getting at the root and cause of the 
evil effect and removing it by social 
reconstruction, 

To do this they did not need denom- 
Inational institutions, but communal, 
and the denominations could lend 
their support. Methods of, organiza- 
tion must be changed, In some of 
their social servi¢e often great help 
came from the clergy and ministers, 
but again, they were often the great- 
est hindrance, because they had not 
caught the new principles. Among 
the modern avenues for preaching the 
new gospel of reform, the speaker 
mentioned the newspaper, the maga- 
zine, the publication and the drama- 
tist, all of whom, he said, reached a 
far wider public than the preacher, 
and who were now advocating the 
work. The pulpit today had no mono- 


poly in giving out the message of 
truth, Today the Sunday schools had 
no monopoly in giving religious in- 


struction, the day schools did as much. 
As an educational medium, there was 
no limit to the possibilities of the pic- 
ture show. And he could not see why 
far greater use could not be made of 
the means he had quoted. All up and 
down the country they found that the 


churches had not realized the new 
principles that must govern social 
service, 

Referring to the country district, 


the speaker, by means of a map, show- 


ing the varied population, consisting 
of the Doukhobour, the Roumanian, 
Jews, Poles, Germans, Galicians, and 
Mnglish-speaking inhabitants, illus- 
trated the tremendous problem that 
had to be faced in bringing all the di- 
verse ideas, creeds, prejudices, habits, 
ete,, to work together into one com- 
munal entity, In the face the task 
appears almost hopeless. The church 
cannot do it, and the whole of the 
school system will have to be chang- 
ed. Inetliciency was written all over 
the map, Without having been given 
any training in citizenship, hundreds 
of thousands of these people had been 
brought into the country. It had been 
said that by mixing them all together, 
they would get a good Canadian, but 
who was going to do the mixing. 
Would any of those present be willing 
to take their families into one of these 
settlements and help in the mixing? 
He did not think that they would. 
This work, said the speaker, was one 
of the features they had to deal with 
at the conference, and more attention 
would be given at subsequent meet- 
ings.
